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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Election/Restriction in the reply filed on 
March 16, 2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the instant 
application is subject to unity of invention practice and the Group I and Group II are 
constitute same species. This is not found persuasive because the instant application is 
a 371 of PCT/SE03/01541 , which requires to practice the unity of invention (see MPEP 
1850 and 1893.03(d)) as applied to the Election/Restriction requirement mailed out on 
14 February 2007. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The best prior art of the records to Cahill et al. (US 5,727,367) discloses a 
packaging method and apparatus for providing a web wherein the machine performs 
creasing or shaping in the web, 

Pinchen et al. (US 7,188,774) discloses a method and an apparatus for making 
articles comprising means for printing first and second indicium on a paper web. 

However, Cahill et al. and Pinchen et al. taken alone or in combination with other 
references fails to particularly teach that the method and web shaped packaging 
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material comprising means for measuring a predetermined magnitude in a first portion 
of the web to form a first package, and providing a second portion for forming a second 
package with information of the measured magnitude as set forth in the claims.
